2. (Currently Amended) th e m e thod The apparatus for mounting a 
travel video disk player as4be-of claim 1, wherein^-Tfee the above-mentioned video disk 
player is an overturn-screen portable video disk player ^. Overturn the screen on the top and 
wrapped and upon placing the player in the soft bag, the display windows is mounted so that 
screen is located in tbe -said display window. 

(Currently Amended) a^A mounting means ef# ^for a travel video 
disk player, wherein: The comprising: a m ain body of the mounting means is the top 
epene dan open topped soft bag corresponding to the shape of the video disk player, #ie-a 
center of tbe-aLtop edge in the-a_front of the soft bag extends upward to form a tongue-shaped 
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pressing strip, the-a_front of this -said tongue-shaped pressing strip is tein ^joined to tbe-SLtop 
of tfee-a_back of tbe -said soft bag; Tbe -said ft'ont of the soft bag ^en-a -has an open display 
window corresponding to_the display screen of the video disk player; in the l e ft and right and 
sides of the soft bag are partly set up soft circular longitudinal strips which length is are 
longitudinally adjustable. 

4. (Currently Amended) The mounting means of tbe-SLtravel video 
disk playe r of claim 3 , wherein: Ara^nylon hasp is sewed in the-a.back side of the'a_front end 
of the pressed said pressure strip in the soft bag, Aa second n ylon hasp is correspondingly 
sewed in the upper end of the back side in the soft bag, the two nylon hasp is ioin t hasps are 
fastenable together . 

5 . (Currently Amended) the -The m ounting means of the travel video 
disk player as-4he-of claim 3, whereinr-Seme openings are set -provided i n the soft bag 
corresponding to the trumpet v spigot or ke y controls of the video disk player. 

6. (Currently Amended) the-The mounting means of the travel video 
disk player as-4he-of claim 3 or the claim 4, wherein : In the top and down end u pper and 
lower ends of the left and right s id e sides of the soft bag, are provided with at least one p artly 
set up a j ump rin g. And ,two length-adjustable soft circular transverse strips are se feprovided: 
a joint hook is setup-provided_in the two ends of each transverse strip-: tbe -said j oint hooks 
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in the two ends of a transverse strip are jointing secured from the left and right side sides of 
the soft bag in the -saidt we - at least one j ump ri«gs-ring_in the upper end of the soft bagTrj_the 
said j oint hooks in the two ends of the other transverse strip are jointing secured fi'om the left 
and right side sides of the soft bag in the twe -at least one j ump rings~ring_in the dow n lower 
end of the soft bag^ 

7. (New) The mounting means of the travel video disk player of 
claim 4, wherein upper and lower ends of the sides of the soft bag are provided with at least 
one jump ring; ftirther including two length-adjustable soft circular transverse strips; a joint 
hook is provided in ends of each transverse strip; said joint hooks are secured from the sides 
of the soft bag in said at least one jump ring in the upper end of the soft bag ; said joint hook 
ends of the other transverse strip are secured from the sides of the soft bag in the two jump 
rings in the lower end of the soft bag. 

8. (New) A method for mounting a travel video disk player on the 
back of a seat comprising: providing a soft bag having an open top defining a cavity 
configured for receiving a video player, a front of the bag having a display window 
corresponding to the display screen of the video player; providing straps on the soft bag for 
securing the bag to the seat; securing said bag to the seat using said straps; and inserting the 
video disk player into the bag so that the display screen of the video player is visible through 
the display window.
